Fat cattle at cross-Channel marketa con- 
tinue to be sent forward in moderate numbers. 
Demand shows no signs of opening out and 
supplies have been ample for requirements. 
Interest still remains for nicely-finished light- 
weights, heavy cattle selling very slowly. 
Cow beef experiences a very poor sale except 
for the best young cows and prices are 
generally low; on the whole the tone of the 
market is weak, but average quotations show 
little change. The average rates for first 
and second quality cattle are now 50s. 9d. 
and 44s. Id. per live cwt. 

Pennings of fat sheep have been on the 
light side. Quality and finish remains fairly 
good on the whole, but some Jots do not 
handle too well. The better trade rted 
last week has again been experien and 
any slight change in price is generall in 
favour of vendors, especially for nice medium 
weights. At one or two Northern markets 
a few clipped sheep have been shown, and 
these generally realise about 2d. per Ib. less 
than sheep shown in the wool. ret quality 
Downs and crossbreds average 14d. per lb. 

The demand for fat pigs has generally been 
of a steady nature, price changes at the 
different markets moving within narrow 
limits. The average rates for first quality 
baconers and porkers are now 12s. 6d. and 
14s. 3d. per 14 Ibs. stone 

Veal calves continue in demand and first 
quality veal at 133d. per Ib. shows a slight im- 
provement on the week. 

Entries of dairy cattle have been much as 
usual, quality generally showing no improve- 
ment. Good useful milkers still move off 
fairly readily but at lower values, while in- 
ferior sorts are difficult to cash even at low 
figures. 


STORE CATTLE. 

Store cattle are now being shown in larger 
numbers and meet with rather more attention, 
especially those in nice forward condition. 
Price changes are not numerous, and, on the 
whole, values are maintained, the best lots 
‘inclining to make more money. 

Entries of store sheep continue to be small, 
and do not attract a great deal of attention. 

The store pig market continues to receive 
good entries, and, with plenty of buyers 
about, values show little change. 

Good store calves sel] readily, and the best 
lota are again slightly dearer,

At Kilmainham District Court, Francis 
C. Fottrill, rent collector in the employment 
of the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust, was 
returned for trial on bail, charged at the 
instance of the State with having on De- 
cember 18 last fraudulently converted £7 12s., 
collected for his employers, to his own use.

Mrs. Mary O’Connor, 15 Camac Park, 
Bluebell, stated that Mr. Fottrill came to her 
place on Sunday, December 19. He spoke of 
his having been “‘ held-up” the previous day, 
and that he noticed the men from her gate 
before they attacked him. 

Joseph Fox, 29 Camac Park, Bluebell, d-- 
posed that Mr. Fottrill called on him for the 
rent on the Sunday. He said that he had 
been '“held-up ” on the day before by two 
men, one of whom pointed a revolver at him. 
The other man rifled his pockets and took 
£7 ils. 

Andrew Rafter. 4 Camac Park, said that 
he saw Mr. Fottrill on Saturday, December 
18. On the following day he met him and 
spoke to him about the “hold-up.” Fottrill 
said that there was one man arrested, and he 
would have to go and identify him. 

George Smith, accountant to the Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Land Trust, said that Mr. 
Fottrill collected rents in the Bluebell dis- 
trict for the trust. On December 20 he 
came to witness and said: “I had hard luck 
on Saturday; I was ‘held-up’ at Bluebell.” 

To Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor—Accused 
man had been in their employment for about 
seven years and always had his accounts in 
perfect order. He was still in their employ- 
ment. 

Justice Reddin returned accused man for 
trial on bail. 


ARSENIC IN THE GRAVY. 
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FAMILY’S NARROW 
FROM DEATH. 
“I was just going to take a second help- 
ing when the child came running in ill,” said 
Joseph Mahomet, Ancoats, Manchester, 
yesterday, in describing the escape from 
death by arsenic poisoning of himself, his 
wife, an eight-year-old daughter and his 
mother-in-law, who were all seized with ill- 
ness after their dinner on Sunday. “Í 
bought some arsenic powder about two 
months ago to kill the rats and mice that 
were over-running the house. There was a 
little over, and I wrapped it in a scrap of 
paper and put it in the bottom cupboard of 
the dresser. Somehow it must have got 
mixed in with something used in making 
gravy. 
“We had a good meal of cow’s heart, 
potatoes and gravy. Mary, my cripple 
daughter, ran out to play, and I was just 
going to take a second helping when the 
child came running in ill. Then I felt violent 
pains.” Mr. Mahomet staggered for help to 
a neighbouring relative, and the members of 
the family received timely attention at the 
hospital.

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THE NATIONÁL WAR MEMORIAL 


has apparently 
by many oí your readers, 
hen appeared in the Press, and on the 5th 
inst. an a was made through the medium 
of the /rish Times to the ex-Service men of 
Ireland over the names of 64 ex-officers, from 
which the average man in the street could 
draw only one conclusion—that the Legion 
was Opposed to the erection of a worthy 
rious memory of our dead 
comrades. I feel it, therefore, my duty to 
give an explanation to the public, and to 
ex-Service men in particular, regarding the 
attitude of the British ion on this matter 
Not only is the Legion in full agreement with 
the idea of a fitting memorial; it is further- 
more keenly desirous that its erection shou!d 
be expedited as much as possible. We 
deplore .the fact that, although more than 
eight years have how gone by since the con- 
clusion of hostilities, we are yet in this 
country without.a national. war memorial. 
‘hile, ‘therefore, approving — hay, en- 
thusiastic—of the kg] principal, we dis- 
agree with the Merrion sguare scheme on two 
points—(a) the unsuitability of the site, and 
[b) the cost of the scheme. As regards (a) 
anyone who has witnessed the ceremonies in 


Dublin on the Remembrance Days of the past 


few years must surely appreciate the fact 
that Merrion square could not accommodate 
the enormous crowds that yearly gather to 
observe the solemn silence on the llth 
November. Even it it were large enough, 
ole ean imagine the damage that would he 
done, bearing in mind that part of the 
scheme is to convert Merrion square into a 
beautiful memoria! park. If the scheme’ were 
completed, the thousands of ex-Service men 
and others would still have to go elsewhere— 
as they have been accustomed to do—to pay 
their tribute to the fallen. A national war 
memorial that could not be used on Re- 
membrance Day would certainly seem absurd. 

As regards (b), our resolution. seeks to 
divert some of the money now available and 
to expend it in benevolent schemes for ex- 
Service men. We have been careful not to 
suggest any particular amount, nor do we 
suggest any particular scheme. We are fully 
aware of the legal difficulties involved in this 
matter, and the sanction of the Courts will, 
of course, have to be obtained. The Legion 
conference agreed that, bearing in mind the 
dire distress existing among the ex-Service 
community. some portion, at least, of the 
£50,000 should be spent on benevolent work. 
It was also agreed that a fitting memorial 
could be erected for less than the amóunt 
now available. At no time did the Legion 
ever consider the idea of distributing the fund 
in doles to ex-Service men. The organisation, 
in fact, would strongly disapprove of this 
course. 

The appeal in the Jrish Times was, there- 
fore, unnecessary, and loses its point in so 
much as the consensus of opinion of organised 
ex-Service men is already registered in favour 
of a fitting war memorial. Its only effect, to 
my mind, is to create the impression that 
a section of ex-Service men seek to benefit 
themselves at the expense of their dead 
comrades, which is not the case.—Yours, etc.,

TRAFFIC.

Sim,—Coming «ver here yearly, I am in a 
position to form an opinion that Ireland has 
a wonderful chance to develop a very pro- 
fitable tourist business, provided the people 
go at it properly and quickly. Americans 
will not come twice if they do not have a 
good time. They are great people to talk, and 
much damage has scr been done by 
visitors to Ireland, who returned to the States 
and talked it over with their friends. We 
always hear a great deal about Irish pride 
and patriotism. Both of these qualities are 
excellent, but your visitors should see some 
outward sign and demonstration of these sen- 
timents. Your hotels and stopping places 
should be looked upon as the nation’s guest- 
houses, and as such should not be seen in 
a way to do harm to the national pride and 
credit, in the outside world, 

I see by the Press that Ireland has one 
public-house for every 200 of the inhabitants ; 
and, taking five named villages. the statistics 
show that they contain in all 714 houses, of 
which 183 are licensed public-houses, or about 
one licence for every four houses. Surely this 
is the world’s worst record; and it is an even 
money bet that in the five villages referred to 
there is not one licensed public-house or 
place where a traveller could stop with any 
comfort. The ‘‘ trade ' may be running things 
to suit their own ideas, but it is dangerous 
work, as just such a policy broucht prohibition 
to the United States, with all its attendant 
curses. 

Could not a lot of the low public-houses 
be redaced in number, and decent, clean 
hotels take their places’? If the ‘ trade” 
were well advised, they would have a real 
good house-cleaning themselves, and incei- 
dentally would work up a big and profitable 
tourist business by giving visitors attractive 
accommodation and service.--Yours, etc.,

THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—You were recently good enough to 
give me space to call s IR. om to the re- 
sponsibility of the Irish people and the: Irish 
Government for ensuring as far as possible 
the Irish farmer’s ability to do jastice to the 
trusteeship of the land he is alleged to hold 
in trust for the nation. The land of Ireland 
has been handed over to the Irish farmer, but 
I do not learn that the question of provision 
of adequate working capital has been met 
as it should be. It seems to have been 
forgotten that the landlords’ capital had con- 
siderable effect in enabling landlords to meet 
their tenants’ difficulties at various seasons of 
the year. The whole tone of pronouncement, 
whether Government or other, on the subject 
of the farmers’ financial position conveys the 
idea that the interests of the farmer are not 
held to be the interests of the nation, but 
that his appeals for assistance are irksome, 
and are a nuisance rather than a call to 
national duty. 

Any such idea as this has got to disappear 
hefore Ireland can really prosper, and 
Government and | union alike must appreciate 
certain facts. king of one important 
tiliage county (and T do not think the facts, 
even in grazing counties, are widely different) 
I say that suc “Fe as was in the farmers' 
hands when the Treaty came into operation 
has practically disappeared. There are no 
funds to replenish stock, to sow, to till, or 
generally to make provision till harvest: is 

t . The value of produce has been so 
owered by the admission of foreign produce 
in open competition that the relief (if I must 
call it =) itherto afforded by emigration, 
and the change from tillage to grass, is ceas- 
ing to be n he Cattle are dear, not 
because of prosperity, but because there are 
no cattle, mi cannot be let for grazing, or 
is let at a figure sometimes actually less than 
annuity, rates and taxes. Roots, hay and 
straw are nearly valueless, for there are 
plenty, and no cattle to eat them. 

Meantime rates are struck for the provision 
ot the requirements of a high and flourishin 
civilization without apparent consideration o 
facts. Few would dispute my assertion 
that the rated agricultural property of Wex- 
ford to-day is not worth half its valuation. 
Yet rates are struck up to 9s. in the pound, 
which means at least 18s. in the pound of 
available funds, leaving 2s. for the farmer— 
and this while women and children are in 
some on the verge of starvation. In 
this s of things the Wexford County 

il literally scrapes the ratepayers’ 
pocket. to find another penny for the en 
couragement of tourists, 

Supervising administrations can, however, 
go better even than this. This same Council 
can place to its credit a strenuous effort to 
avoid the compulsory payment of £800 salary 
to a supervising officer of health, May 1! 
submit that this is a luxury we cannot at 
present afford? The farmers of this country 
must find credit or capital, or the eoantry 
will go under, and no one seems to under- 
stand the magnitude of the effort uired 
Such gestures as the provision of £36,000 for 
credit societies are evidence of that.

Germany at Geneva. 


The session of the League of Nations 
Council, which opened at Geneva yester- 
day, will be an important event in 
the history of the League, inasmuch as, 
for the first time, a German member of 
the Council is in the chair. During the 
comparatively short period of his work 
at Geneva Herr Stresemann, the German 


of considerable influence in the League of 
Nations. When Germany was elected to 
membership of the Council in last 
September doubts were expressed concern- 
ing the reception.that was likely to be 
given ‘to her delegates by some of the 
other members of the League, Herr 
Stresemann, who, as a prominent member 
of the National Liberal Party in the 
Reichstag, had been identified closely 
with Germany's war policy, was regarded 
with a certain amount of suspicion by 
those who had not forgotten the horrors 
of the war. Since September this 
state of mind has disappeared. By his 
remarkable tact and knowledge of affairs, 
Herr Stresemann has been able to over- 
come old’ prejudices and to establish & 
high measure of pefsonal prestige at 
Geneva. His behaviour not only has been 
correct diplomatically, but has been 
distinguished by a charm of manner and 
an enthusiasm for the work of the League 
which have won the warmest praise of 
his colleagues of other nations. Germany, 
through his good offices, now occupies. a 
place of honour at Geneva which nobody 
could have contemplated twelve. months 
ago. 

Two of the matters that must be dis- 
cussed by the Council of the League of 
Nations are of particular interest to 
Germany. The first of these items is the 
appointment of a new chairman of the 
Saar Governing Commission, in the place 
of the Canadian, Major G. W. Stephens, 
who ‘resigned recently. In ordinary cir- 
cumstances a matter of this kind would 
not. involve any difficulty; but just at 
present the whole question of the future 
of the Saar Valley is being discussed with 
much interest, and some heat, in Ger- 
many, and the German delegation at 
Geneva almost certainly will seize the 
opportunity to secure,an adjustment of 
this delicate problem. Germany desires 
the early return of the Saar Valley to 
the Reich. The Versailles Treaty pro- 
vides that a plebiscite shall be taken after 
fifteen years to determine whether the 
territory.shall be giyen back to Germany, 
shall be administered permanently by the 
League of Nations, or shall be incorporated 
in the French ‘Republic. At present it is 
being governed by a League Commission, 
but France exercises.a military control 
which is resented greatly in Berlin. The 
Germans argue,. with reason, that there 
can be only one result of the proposed 
plebiscite: the people of the Saar are as 
German as those of. the Rhineland, and 
never will change. their allegiance, Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, who received precise 
instructions from the British Cabinet before 
he left London, is expected to give quali- 
fied support to the German point of view. 
France, of course, will oppose it strongly ; 
for she has not yet abandoned her 
ambition to annex the valley of the 
Saar. 

The other matter relates to Poland. 
There is. considerable tension between 
Warsaw and Berlin, and the two Govern- 
ments have been unable to agree on the 
appointment of a successor to M. Robert 
Guex, who has resigned the chairmanship 
of the German-Polish Mixed Tribunal—a 
body that deals with disputes in Upper

Dublin and the Race.

When ten speakers representing the three 
Irish Universities had spoken, a motion, 
declaring that “ it is regrettable that Irish 
intellectual life ‘is concentrated in 
Dublin,” was defeated by a large 
‘majority. Some speakers contended that 
the motion contained a suggestio falsi, and 
that, in point of fact, Irish intellectual 
life .by no means was concentrated in 
Dublin. Others accepted the suggestion 
as justified, and gloried in it. Dublin, 
they argued, was, and always ought to be, 
the meeting place and toiling place of the 
best brains of the race. The wording of 
the motion evaded a decision upon the 
true issue present in the minds of all— 
whether a nation’s intellectual workers 
ought to be diffused throughout its terri- 
tories or brought together in an urban 
centre. Two ideals—one of a distributed, 
or rural; civilisation, and one of a metro- 
politan civilisation, with the country as 
the farmyard of the city—seemed to stand 
behind the arguments. That the latter 
ideal found champions serves but to: de- 
monstrate the potency with which fashions 
of thought, generated ih industrial 
countries, have invaded Ireland. The 
notion that intellectual life must be 
richest where there are museums, libraries 
and theatres is a specious fallacy, City 
dwellers do not spend their leisure in the 
vaults of museums, and: the theatre to 
them is a distraction ‘rather than a class- 
room. Dublin, however, differs from 
many other capitals in being the principal 
educational centre of the land. For 
centuries England has educated her youth 
in sequestered, academic cities, and 
Germany has sent her students to old world 
towns, far from the bustle of political ex- 
citement. An educational centre, how- 
ever, does not train students in order to 
engross their riper toils, but rather to 
send them far and wide for the service 
of their people and their kind. Oxford 
and Cambridge are illustrious, not because 
Jowett was the living voice of the ancient 
world in one, and Thomson the prophet 
of modern science in the other, but be 
cause their children have distributed the 
sweet fruits of learning from pulpits and 
studies, and have wrought, notably in arts 
and sciences, in remote rural parishes and 
in distant lands oversea. Academic study 
is, and must be, concentrated largely in 
Dublin; but the lecture halls of Dublin 
would be barren if their students failed to 
do greater things in life than in their ex- 
amination papers. In urban centres youth 
may learn the mastery of words, the arts 
and. crafts, and the science of the soil. 
It is in the lonely retreat, like those bleak 
Western counties from which our modern 
poetry and drama have come, that the 
student will commune with Nature and 
himself.

Fighting Services. 

The estimates of the defence forces are 
being reviewed by the House of Commons 
during the present week. It has been 
the British Government’s policy since 
the end of the war to ordain drastic 
economies in the fighting Services on the 
assumption that Europe’s exhaustion has 
assured a considerable period of peace. 
This policy involves a risk, but Great 
Britain’s financial conditions seem to 
demand it. Thus the Army estimates, 
which were discussed yesterday, disclose 
a further decrease of nearly one m,!'ion 
pounds. In the year 1922 they stood at 
£62,300,000; for the coming year they 
amount only to £41,565,000—a reduction 
in six years of more than twenty 
millions. During those years the Ariny 
has become steadily smaller until its 
total establishment (exclusive of India), 
which, in 1922, was 215,000 of all 
ranks, is now 166,500. Compensa- 
tion for this weakening of numbers is 
being found chiefly in two ways—by closer 
co-operation between all the Services and 


by the continually increasing provision of | 


mechanical transport. The Air esti- 
mates, which are for £15,550,000, also 
show a reduction on last year’s figures. 
A sum of £450,000 has been saved, mainly 
by a decrease of 2,500 in personnel and 
by a curtailed provision for works and 
buildings. There is an increase, however, 
on technical equipment, and it does not 
appear that the reputation of the Royal 
Air Force as the most efficient of the 
world’s air services is in any danger. 
Provision is made for the addition of 
six squadrons to the present strength of 
the Force, which is sixty-three squadrons ; 
six new air stations are being constructed 
in England, and the sim estimated for 
new aircraft and engines shows an in- 
crease of £553,000. This money has been 
well earned; for the Secretary of State 
explains that air expenditure in the 
Middle East is reduced by no less than 
£680,000 as a result of “ the continued 
success of the Air Command, combined 
with the more promising political and 
military outlook.’’ The need of national 
economy, however, has put a check upon 
the contemplated development of the 
Royal Air Force; and, at the present 
rate of expansion, the authorised total of 
fifty-two squadrons for home defence will. 
not be reached until 19365.

THE REV. H. D. MURPHY, D.D. 

We t to announce that the Rev. Hugh 
Davis Murphy, M.A., D.D., one of the best- 
known cl n in the Church of Ireland, 
died yesterday at his residence, 30. Wellington 
Park, Belfast. 

Dr. Murphy, who was in his 78th year, was 
born at Ball lough, near Bushmills, Co, 
Antrim, and for-a_ brief iod was a' lay 
reacher in. connection. with the Methodist 
thurch in his native district. He was drawn 
‘towards the Chureh of Ireland, however, and 
entered -Trinity: College; Dublin, where he 
graduated. in 1873. A few months: later he 
was ordained. deacon by. the Ri. Rev. Dr. 
Knox (afterwards Primate) and was inted 
curate of Baliinderry, Co.. Antrim. e next 
year he became priest and was appointed fitst 
assistant chaplain and then chaplain of 
' Bethesda Church, Dublin, where he did much 
to improve the praise portion of the Service. 
While at Bethesda Dr. Murphy was offered 
the incumbency .of several important parishes, 
but declined them all, as he had set himself 
a certain course of study and wished to 
stay witbin easy reach of the College Library. 
In. 18T7 he resigned and spent the next 
twelve months in a tour of the Continent 
visiting France, Switzerland, Italy an 
Germany. He was. an accomplished linguist, 
and could speak Italian and German almost 
as fluently as English. 

On returning .to. Ireland be was invited by 
the late Canon McIlwaine to become curate 
of St. costes, — oe mtr Mer the 
}young clergyman’s influence and popularity in 
the ish was established Canon MclIlwaine 
resigned, and Dr. Murphy was chosen un- 
animously as his successor. For the next 
forty-seven years he laboured. with remark- 
able zeal and success in this parish. A man 
of singular fearlessness he held strongly. to 
his views and some of his innovations were 
regarded with suspicion by a section of the 
Church population. St. George's was the 
first church in Belfast to have Communion 
every ‘Sunday; the first.to have a Thanks- 
iving Service for the blessings of the 

rvest; the first church where the burplice 
was worn in the pulpit; the first where the 
Psa’ms were chan and the responses to 
the Commandments sung; the first to have 
a surpliced choir and a Choral Service. 

Many thought that Dr. Murphy was too 
“high Church,” but he held the interest of 
his parishioners, and .to-day St. . George's 
Church is one of the few in the centre of a 
city where 'lárge congregations can be seen 
every Sunday. Dr. “phy always described 
himself as a “ Liberal churchman opposed to 
extreme ritual.”’ . He was an able preacher, 
and prepared ‘his sermons with the utmost 
care. For about thirty years he acted as 
chaplain in Belfast for the Actors’ Church 
Union. He was >a prominent ‘Freemason 
and held the ition of Provincial Grand 
Chaplain of Antrim, 

Dr, Murphy was the author of several 
books and contributed many articles to 
magazines. Perhaps his best-known work 
was “A Forgotten Gospel,’’ which was 
published in 1896. i 

He 3is'survived by his wife, a daughter and 
four sons,

THE HORSE .IN WAR. 


ABOLITION. OF. TERRITORIAL 

ARMY BOUNTY; 

From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The opening hour in the House of Commons 
was ós gn RA Ch for a series oí guestions on 
Mr. Churchill's latest war book. Mr. Ammon 
wanted the prohibition against Ministers of 
the Crown writing for the Press. to be ex- 
tended to history; but the Prime Minister 
replied that no prohibition of the kind could 
be made. A whole library had been pub- 
lished by naval, military, and political 
authorities. t 
Mr. Ammon then referred specifically to the 
Chancellor’s attack upon a naval authority, 
and asked the Prime Minister what he in- 
tended to do about it. The Prime Minister 
made members laugh when he replied that 
it should be remembered that a large part 
of the book was written at a time when 
Mr. Churchill was out of office, and seemed 
unlikely ever to take office again. - 
Colonel Wedgwood wanted to know if it 
would not be possible for the Prime Minister 
to convey to Mr. Churchill their thanks for 
so strongly and. definitely criticising the 
bunglers of 1916; but the Speaker. intervened 
and the question was not answered 
Sir Burton Chadwick stated that the num- 
ber of buvers who visited the London section 
of the British Industries Fair was 74,462, of 
whom 1,500 came from oversea#, the figures 
showing an advance of 25 per cent. on last 
year. 

ARMY ESTIMATES DOWN. 

The first of the main estimates of the year 
was presented this afternoon, when Sir, L. 
Worthington Evans asked the House for 
£41,565,000 for the Army Services. The War 
Minister was able to announce a reduction en 
last year’s -estimates: of 4.000 men and 
£935,000 in cash; but he was careful to point 
out that, in framing the estimate, the ex- 
penditure on the Shanghai Defence Force was 
not taken into account. Most of the figures 
dealt with have already, been published; but 
there were one or two points of general 
interest on which the Minister laid stress, 
particularly in connection with the Cavalry 
and Territorial Force. 

As to the former, he said that a responsible 
body of opinion held the view that the day 
of the horse was over, and that the duties, 
formerly carried out by the Cavalry, would 
be better performed by aeroplanes and 
rapidly-moving cross-country mechanical 
vehicles, such as light tanks ‘and armoured 
motor cars. 

ADAPTABILITY OF THE HORSE. 

On the other hand, it had to be borne in. 
mind that there were many military situations 
in various parts of the world in which the 
adaptability. of the horse was of the 
greatest possible advantage. This fact had 
to be considered before coming to 
any irrevocable decision as to the kind of 
military force which was to do the work 
hitherto done by the cavalry. There was no 
doubt, however, that it would be necessary 
to provide for an expanding programme of 
mechanisation, both in this and subsequent 
ye*s. A good deal of experiment and re- 
search work was stiJl essential before they 
could entirely dispense with the horse. The 
horse might not be all that it should be, but 
it was decidedly better than a mechanical 
vehicle which was all that it should not be. 
THE GEDDES AXE. 

In regard to the Territorial Army, 

hoped to save this year £64,000 by the 
abolition of the bounties, rising to £332,000 
in a few years’ time. He did not disguise 
the fears, entertained in some quarters, as to 
the effect upon recruiting for the-Territorials 
of the abolition of the bounty system. He 
hoped, and believed, these fears would not be 
realised. There was no bounty given before 
the war, and it should be remembered that 
the reduction of the bounty under the Geddes 
axe had had no detrimental ‘effect upon re 
cruiting. 
The decision to do away with the bounty 
had not been come to without very serious 
consideration; and he repudiated the charge 
that the Territorial Army had been slighted. 
The decision might not be a popular one, but 
he was gy moni enough to think that the 
Territorial Army would survive. 

FORMER WAR MINISTER'S VIEW. 

Mr. Stephen Walsh, who was the War 
Minister in the Labour Government, began 
by congratulating Sir L. Worthington-Evans 
on having set a good example to other 
departments of State by keeping well within 
the’ estimates during ‘recent years. He was 
one of those who considered that, so far as 
real war was concerned, the proper place fur 
the horse was in a zoological museum. 

T'wo members of widely divergent political 
opinions strongly criticised the policy of the 
War Office in connection with the Territorial 
Army. They were Mr. Ian Macpherson and 
Sir H. Page-Croft, both of whom com- 
plained of niggardly economy where the well- 
being and een of the force was con- 
cerned, 

There were many members who regretted 
economies at -the expense of the Territorial 
Army, but the general Labour opposition was 
that the fighting services, as a whole, should 
be reduced. Mr. Arthur: Greenwood put this 
opinion into concrete form by moving :— 

“That, in the interests of both peace and 
economy, and in order to inspire national 
confidence and security, other than by 
large standing armies, the Government 
should, on the preparatory commission for 
the forthcoming disarmament conference, 
initiate proposals to secure international 
agreement on reductions in land forces.”’ 

This resolution had the warm approval 
of Mr. Morgan Jones, who asked for an 
assurance that the terms of the motion would 
be embodied on their .actual proposals at 
the pending disarmament conference. 

RUSSIA AND DISARMAMENT. 

Captain King, the Financial Secretary to 
the War Office, did not think that it would 
be safe to defer making all possible prepara- 
tions for war until they could be assured 
that war was impossible. Lord Cecil, at the 
conference, would, no doubt, do all he could 
to secure intenational agreement for the re- 
duction of the land forces, but it was only by 
such agreement that disarmament could come 
about. Among the powerful nations which 
would be represented at the conference was 
Russia, with a standing Army of 650,000 and 
subsidiary forces, totalling nearly 9,000.000. 
lf members opposite really desired jnterational 
disarmament they should use what influence 
they had with Russia. 

Mr. Greenwood’s resolution was defeated 
by 223 votes to 108, and the House then went 
into Committee on the vote for men,

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A SOVIET NOTE. 
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SEIZURE OF A STEAMER, 


PEKING, Monday. 

It is stated by the Tass Agency that the 
Soviet Embassy sent a Note to the Chinese 
Foreign Office on Saturday jast, drawing at- 
tention to what is described as “an unheard 
of incident '’—namely, that the Russian White 
Guards of General Chang Tsung-Chang’s 
Army on February 28 seized the Soviet 
merchant steamer Pamialenina, which was 
en route for Hankow, and used the vessel 
for the transport of troops and ammunition, 
detaining the crew and passengers, including 
a diplomatic courier, whose fate is not yet 
known. 

The Soviet Embassy demands that these 
persons should be immediately released, and 
that the vessel should he allowed to proceed 
to its destination unmolested. It also holds 
the Chinese Government responsible for the 
lives and property of the citizens concerned, 
and reserves the right to claim damages 
for all the losses eustained.—(Reuter.) 


QUESTIONS IN COMMONS.

They make very 
pleasant speeches. Some of them are 
quite clever men. But do you stippose 
that they supply the driving force of the 
infinence which is behind that body? That 
comes from an entirely different quarter.” 

After describing Mr. Cook as “a mis- 
chievous and contemptible creature,” 
Lord Birkenhead said :—' What are you 
to say of the large section, the most 
articulate and considerable section, of the 
Labour Party, that could not even tell you 
its policy on a given day until they had 
opened their Moscow mail bag? 
(Laughter.) If you are going to apostatise 
from your duty, and what ought to be 
your pride as British citizens, if you are 
going to affiliate yourselves upon some 
foreign country, why choose Moscow? I 
honestly cannot think of a single country 
in the world, great or small, to which I 
would rather not sell myself, if I were at 
auction, than I would to Moscow. 


“ INTEMPERATE ' LANGUAGE. 


“I was told the other day that my 
language in dealing with Bolshevists is of 
an intemperate character. (Laughter.) 
I hope no one will suppose that I take 
any pleasure in using unfavourable 
language of these people. I abuse them 
for the sake of pointing out what ig 
commonplace and obvious. I describe 
them in the attempt to make it plain to 
our countrymen what is that system, and 
what are these men who are being recom- 
mended to us as models by the madmen 
in our midst.” (Cheers. ) 

Speaking of conditions in Russia to- 
day, Lord Birkenhead said :—'' There is 
no freedom of life, there is neither justice 
nor law, there is no protection for re- 
ligion, there is no sanctity for marriage 
in this home of the proletariat, in the 
spiritual house fronT which our leading 
Communists draw daily and weekly re- 
reshment. They have one of the richest 
countries in the world. They have very 
nearly destroyed it. They have done more 
harm for the resources and for the wealth 
and to the trade of Russia in ten years | 
than the Tsarist Government, with all 
its admitted incompetence, was able to 
do in one hundred. 

“The social conditions in Russia to- 
day are such as, #f they existed in one 
slum in one town in England, would 
form, and rightly form, the stinging 
peroration of every Socialist speech made 
on every Socialist platform in England.”’ 


THE LIBERAL FUNDS. 


Lord Birkenhead made an amusing 
allusion to the Liberal Party. “ We 
must, I suppose, still impute some 
measure of vitality, against all evidence, 
tc the Liberal Party. We were told re- 
cently, for instance, by Sir Herbert 
Samuel, that it is his purpose, and Mr, 
Lloyd George’s purpose, to place 500 
Liberal candidates in the field at the next 
general election. Well, it seems to me 
that this proposal, if carried out, might 
completely solve another and financial 
difficulty, which is engaging much atten- 
tion in Liberal domestic circles. If five 
hundred Liberal candidates are to be run 
at the next general election, we need no 
longer argue as to the disposition of those 
vast funds which Mr. Lloyd George con- 
trols, because it is quite evident that two 
elections will dispose of the whole of 
it in the payment of forfeitures.’’ 
(Laughter. )

THE TAMATAVE CYCLONE.

PORT LOUIS, MAURITIUS, . 
Monday. 
Trustworthy news of the cyclone at 
Tamatave, Madagascar, last Thursday has 
been received. Wireless messages, which 
show that earlier reports of the casualties 
were greatly exaggerated, state that 
eighteen natives were killed and half a 
dozen injured. Material damage is very 
heavy. All the official buildings except 
the Post Office and Treasury were 
wrecked. The wharf was washed away 
and lighterage destroyed, The sea swept 
for a distance of five hundred feet up the 
streets. There is no. reliable estimate of 
the damage on shore, but it is thought 
that the process of rébuilding will take 
three years. The steamers Ville de Mar- 
seille, Catinat and. Saint Anne are 
aground. Seven’ seamen from thé Saint 
Anne. were drowned, while the British 
barque Elizabeth and a number of smaller 
craft were driven ashore. 


MARTIAL LAW PROCLAIMED. 


There is no famine at Tamatave, but 
martial law has been proclaimed as a 
precautionary ““medsure. The British 
steamer Seistan, from Hong Kong, and 
the Saigon Maru, from Reunion, arrived 
here on Sunday morning after a terrible 
experience. The Seistan had only two

MOSCOW PERTURBED. 


REMARKABLE SBQUEL TO 
BRITISH NOTE. 


From “ Tae Times ” ConresPonpent. 
RIGA, Monday. 

The debates in the British Parliament 
on Anglo-Soviet relations have engaged 
much attention in Moscow. Considerable 
difficulties appear to have arisen as to the 
attitude that is most advisable to adopt. 

The Government’s official organ, the 
Izvestia, says that the rupture of relations 
does not appear to be imminent. Soviet 
diplomacy is unable, however, to add any- 
thing to Litvinoff’s Note to settle mis- 
understandings, and the authors of the 
British Note will become convinced of the 
futility of their methods. 

The Pravda adopts a more decided tone, 
being particularly dissatisfied with Mr. 
Macdonald’s moral support of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain. In spite of Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s deriial, the Prarda asserts 
that Great Britain is devoting much 
energy to “ creating an anti-Soviet front.” 
The Pravda goes on to record a number of 
fantastic newspaper rumours, chiefly 
originating from German sources, testify- 
ine to an elabovate British anti-Soviet 
plot 

FANTASTIC STORY. 

The Izvestia even gives details of a far- 
reaching plan worked out by the British 
authorities to remodel Eastern Europe 
and regulate Polish-German relations. 
According to this story, Poland surrenders 
the corridur and Danzig, and also agrees 
to the re-settlement of the frontiers of 
Silesia and Posen. receiving in exchange 
freedom of action in Lithuania and 
Memel. 


These details are already widely dis- || 


cussed in the Press of the Border States, 
but the Jzvestia adds new and important 
items. Poland is to receive territory on 
the right bank. of the Dnieper, including 
Odessa, while a. new independent State 
will be formed east of the Dnieper, in- 
cluding the Don Basin, under the joint 
protectorate of Poland and Germany. For 
these territorial advantages Germany and 
Poland must. give military assistance 
against the United Society of Soviet 
Republics. 

The Jzvestia pretends. to attach serious 
importance to this alleged elaborate 
British programme, saying that it has 
received favourable reception in circles 
surrounding Marshal’ Pilsudski.—(Per 
Press Association, copyright.)

GERMANY'S NOTE OF 
PROTEST TO FRANCE.

The German Government in its Note 
asserts that its police have the‘right to 
prevent its nationals; whe may have been 
lured to the French Foreign: Legion by 
secret emissaries, from leaving German 
territory. Of the 32,000 men in the

Telegraphing from New York yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent says :—A force of 
155 United States marines is proceeding to 
Matagalpa for the purpose of ‘ neutralising “ 
the town and affording protection to the 
lives and property of residents of United 
States nationality.

EXCAVATIONS AT UR. 


—. 


EVIDENCE OF GREAT 
ANTIQUITY. 


In the course of an article in The Times, 
sent from Ur, Iraq, Mr. C. Leonard Woolley 
says :—During the whole of January the 
jeint expedition of the British Museum, aud 
of the University Museum of Philadelpha, 
has continued the excavations of the early 
cemetery, the discovery of which was an- 
nounced in my last report, and while. the 
graves have proved as rich as the initial 
stages of the work led us to hope, the in- 
formation derived from them has propor- 
tionately increased. 

It is now possible to say definitely that 
the period covered by the main cemetery 
hes between 3,500 and 3,200 B.C. In other 
words, we have gone back behind the dirst 
dynasty of Ur, whose historical existence was 
first proved by the discoveries made by thts 
expedition three years ago, and are in that 
nebulous epoch assigned by ancient Sumerian 
chronologers to a dynasty of Kings of Erech, 
who reigned for periods that make Methu- 
selah look young. 

That Ur was already then a Roval—though 
not an Imperial—eity is shown by the names 
of kings engraved on their cylinder seals. 
That the country, divided up as it must have 
been, into a number of city States,. had al- 
ready achieved a high level of culture and 
enjoyed a certain uniformity of civilisation, 
found in the graves, and by the analogies 
found in the graves, and by theanalogies 
which they present to the contents of more 
or less contemporary tombs excavated by Mr. 
Mackay at Kish, a hundred and fifty miles 
away in the North.

DEATH FOLLOWS 
FRACTURED LEG. 

An inquest was held vesterday at Littleton 
Hall. Brentwood, on Mrs. Lucilla Baldwin, 
aged 66; widow of Edward Arthur B.ildwin, a 
director of ironworks, and sister-in-law and 
cousin of the Prime Minister, who died there 
last Thursday. 

Dr. H. G.. L. Haynes, medica] superinten- 
dent of the establishment, said that Mrs. 
Baldwin was received there on February 17 
from Field House, Ashbourne, a Roman 
Catholic convent, where she had been for 
several years. On admission she had a frac- 
tured leg, which was doing very well, but the 
next morning she was in a critical condition, 
having had a seizure during the night. There 
was evidence that she had had the 
same form oÍ seizure before coming 
to Brentwood, and that there was 
some paralysis of the throat. She 
remained in a semi-stupor, with lucid inter- 
vals, until she died on March 3. in his opinion, 
from cerebral hemorrhage and myocarditis. 
The fractured leg had reduced her vitality 
and in some measure accelerated her death. 
She was of unsound mind, and had at one 
time been a patient at Virginia Water Sana- 
torium at. Holloway, in North Surrey. 

Ellen Gannon, a nurse at Field House, 
Ashbourne, said that Mrs. Baldwin had been 
there for five years as a paying patient. On 
going to her room on January 20 last she 
found her looking verv bad. She said that 
she had hurt her leg by catching her foot in 
the foot of the bedstead. and had fallen. She 
was medically attended, but, owing to her 
mental condition, was removed on Feb- 
ruarv 17. 

Evidence of identity was then given by Dr. 
Reginald: Ernest Bickerton, of 335 Portland 
street, Langham place. London, W. 11, who 
‘stated that Mrs. Baldwin was his sister-in- 
law. 

A verdict of death from cerebral hemorrhage 
and myocarditis, accelerated by a fracture of 
the leg, sustained in a fall in her rooms at 
Ashbourne, was returned.

THE FREE STATES

The danger of government by forced 
coalition was again discussed by Mz, 
Kevin O'Higgins, Minister for Justice, 
and Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister fog 
External Affairs, when they addressed a 
meeting at Skerries, Co. Dublin, last 
night.

that the 
of the Free State was a 
strong, sta administration. So far as 
he could seeqit was a choice between the 
present Government and nothing. Where 
was there an alternative Government, with 
the possible exceptionsat Mr. de Valera’s 
party, whose policy was to smash the 
Treaty and go back to thé position of 1918 
or 1921? No party could possibly be con- 
sidered in the light of an alternative 
Government unless it put forward at least 
seventy-two candidates. There was no in- 
dication that Labour or any other party, 
except Mr. de Valera’s party, intended to 
put forward that number, and conse- 
quently it should be taken that none of 
these groups thought of themselves as the 
next Government. 


“ THE UNTHINKING ELECTORATE.” 


Mr. de Valera seemed to be worried lest 
if he obtained a majority he would not be 
allowed to take over the Government of 
the country. If the Irish people were so 
mad as to return 74 or any greater number 
of Mr. de Valera’s 94 candidates, the 
present Government would have no option 
But to make way for them. He did not 
believe for a moment, however, that the 
Irish people would be mad enough to give 
Mr. de Valera sufficient support to en- 
able him to have a majority over all other 
parties. For some time past Mr. de 
Valera had been engaged in an attempt 
to trick the “ unthinking electorate” that 
Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly talked of, by pre- 
tending that ‘he had no other object but 
the abolition of the oath; but unless he 
ate his own words, as he was accustomed 
to doing, he had, in the event of his ob- 
taining a majority, to smash the Treaty 
and plunge the country back into. the 
melting pot of 1921. 

The Minister reiterated his belief that 
for this country Government by torced 
coalition was, even if practicable, unde- 
sirable. Government by coalition meant 
in effect the surrender of the national to 
the particular, narrow, special interest. It 
was all very well to speak of the success 
of the Coalition Government in England 
during the Great War. The circumstances 
were entirely different, and in reality that 
coalition was one gxeat party animated by 
but one purpose. Apart from other con- 
siderations, assuming the political party 
which segired the present Government in 
office to be a minority party in the next 
Dail, who could say that it had a mandate 
for coalition with other groups? i 


FIVE YEARS’ EXPERIENCE. 


The people should face the situation. 
No alternative Government to the present 
had offered, or was offering, itself; and, 
if it had, or did now, the members of 
the present Government could come before 
the electors to prove that on its record 
the present Administration was the best 
possible one for the country. It wanted 
no ad misericordiam appeal made on its 
behalf. To the people who talked about 
their youth and inexperience he would 
simply say that the present Government 
had at least five years’ more experience 
than any other party offering itself for 
return to the Dail. 

Mr. O'Higgins followed on much the 
same lines. Referring to the “unnatural 
alliances’? rumoured in the newspapers, 
he said that the only thing that the 
different groups had in common was the 
desire to down the present Government. 
There was little purpose in destroying the 
Government unless something could be 
put in its place, and it was a very proper 
question for the electors to ask those who 
saw themselves as an alternative Govern- 
ment: Where is your front bench? It 
was very necessary that the electors 
should know the personnel of the Govern- 
ment that was going to replace the present 
one, since it mattered to every citizen 
whether his next Government was com- 
petent or incompetent, wise or foolish. 


LACK OF POLICY. 


Reviewing the personnel and policies— 
or lack of them—of the various groups, 
the Minister said that Mr. de Valera was 
trying to trick the electorate, endeavour- 
ing, as he was, under cover cf a desire 
merely to have the oath abolished, to 
scrap the Treaty, root and branch. If the 
electors favoured such a course, he per 
sonally would prefer to see them give 
their support to the left wing—to Miss 
McSwiney and Mr. Art O’Connor—which 
honestly and openly advocated the inten- 
tions that Mr. de Valera sought to realise 
under false colours. Repeating Mr. Fitz- 
gerald’s warning against the danger of a 
coalition Government, Mr, O'Higgins said 
that in, and only in, a strong, stable 
Government would the country have the 
conditions in which men could sow with 
hope of reaping.

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“That it is regrettable that the intellectual 
affairs of lreland are concentrated in Dublin ”’ 
was a motion discussed at an Inter-University 
debate in the Regent House, Trinity College, 
Dublin, under the auspices of the College 
Gaelic Society, and defeated by a large 
majority. The debate was conducted wholly 
in the Irish language. 

Proinnsias 0 Muineachán (Trinity College), 
opening the discussion, lamented the concen- 
tration of the educated and moneyed class in 
the capital, which he regarded as inevitable, 
on account of the capital being the seat of 
Government. Proinnsias reunlamhach 
(University College, Dublin) supported him. 
Beside Parliamentary affairs, musical, 
medical, legal and academic life was concen- 
trated in Dublin; and the reason was, that 
more money could be made in Dublin than in 
the countryside. Purely economic causes 
accounted for the cencentration. The remedy 
lay in the improvement of material conditions 
throughout the land. Students ought to lay 
before themselves the task of Yes 
foreign influences in the country to whic 

thev would return, by supporting the co- 
operative movement and other agencies work- 
ing to improve the people s lot. 

Miss Bridget Barrett (University College, 
Galway) took a curious line in supporting the 
resolution. Intellectual life, she said, in paint 
of fact was not concentrated in Dublin. The 
countryside was not dead, although circles in 
Dublin, owing their fame to populations over- 
seas, knew little of it, and were virtually un- 
known themselves to the real Ireland. Where- 
ever a studious spirit dwelt there wag an 
intellectual centre. 


DUBLIN'S REMOTENESS. 

Mr. Joseph Healy (University College, 
Cork) contended that Dublin’s remoteness 
from the Gaeltacht made it unfit to be the 
intellectual centre of the land. 

Miss Eileen MacMacken (Queen's Univer- 
sity, Cork) argued that Ireland's intellectual 
greatness existed before Dublin was known. 
The poets of Ulster and Munster were remote 
from the Pale. People settling in the city 
tended to forget or belittle the country. 

On the other side, Máire Ni Chaoindeal- 
bhain (Queen’s University) said that the 
libraries were concentrated in Dublin, and 
there ought to be a place of the sort for the 
intercourse of the country’s intellectual 
leaders. Thomás MacLiaigh (University 
College, Cork) said that there was no other 
common ground for the four provinces. Liam 
O Buachalla (University College, Dublin) con- 
tended that there were only a couple of thousand 
persons of intellectual standing in the country, 
and if they were not concentrated, they would 
be wasted. He quoted the proverb, strength 
comes from unity, as proving that intellectuai 
concentration was vitally necessary. 


FOREIGN CULTURE. 

_ Mr. Seumas Luibhéad defended Dublin as 
the centre from which national leadership 
always sprang. Closing the debate, Seoirse 
MacCanna (lrinity College) said that the chief 
danger threatening Ireland was foreign 
culture, chiegy of the American type, This 
could be fought and beaten only by an in- 
tensely proud Irish culture, which ought to 
be massed for resistauce in the country’s 
capital, 

Professor Alfred O'Rahilly presided. There 
was a large gathering, which tollowed the dis- 
emssion wita lively interest and frequent 
applamse. Most of the speakers were learners 
ot irish, and their delhvery was slow, but 
quite good. There was never a halt for lack 
of clarity. Liam O Buachalia gave a fine 
piece of oratory in the traditional style,

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NEW LIFEBOATS FOR FREE 
STATE PORTS, 


* MANY LIVES AND 
VESSELS SAVED. 
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. The lifeboats on *the Irish Free State 
Coast were launched on service on twenty-one 
occasions last year. They saved forty-one 
lives from shipwrecks, while seven vessels 
were saved or helped to safety. 
This fact is contained in the annual report 
of the Royal National Lifeboat Institution, 
which was adopted at a meeting of the 
society a ype 
The report also showed that the income 
for the year ended September 30th 
was £ , as compared with £038 for the 
previous year. e to amounts con- 
tributed by the City of Dublin Branch 
towards the upkeep of the lifeboats on the 
Irish Free State coast was £825, as com- 
pared with £800 the previous year. 
The amount spent on the upkeep and main- 
tenance of the Irish lifeboat stations last 
year was £8,000, while the amount collected 
in Ireland was £4,450. There were at 
present nineteen lifeboats on the coast, of 
which six were motor boats, and there were 
under construction new motor lifeboats for 
Wexford, Galway Bay, Fenit, Clogher sead 
and Youghal ,at an approximate capital cost 
of £28, The Committee recorded their 
thanks to all those who had contributed 
towards the success of the house to house 
collection¢and flag day sales. 
CIVIL STRVICE FUND. 

Proposing the adoption of the report, the 
Chairman, The Right ua. Andrew Jameson, 
said that in England they had a special 
Civil Service Fund for the Institution 
contributed to by the whole Services, 
The. Civil Service in the Free State. was 
a large one, and, although he must say that 
they were not overpaid, he was sure that 
they were a loyal body of workers, and if 
a fund for the Institution were inaugurated 
there would be a considerable amount of 
assistance forthcoming. 
They would like in Ireland to be able to 
sav that they paid for the expense of upkeep 
of the lifeboats round their own coasts. The 
ships and lives that were saved on the Irish 
coast were far more than those of other 
countries and nations than of Ireland. They 
hoped that prosperity would come back to 
this country, and that, “s they all got richer 
and better off, one of the results would be 
that they would pay their own share of the 
upkeep of the lifeboats on their coasts.

ELECTRIFICATION 
OF MAIN LINES. 


THE CHOLCE OF SYSTEMS 
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The choice of systems of main line electri- 
fication was the subject of a paper read by 
Mr. G. Marshall Harriss at a general meeting 
of the Institution of Civil Engineers of Ire- 
land, which was held at 35 Dawson street, 
Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Harriss said that for the electrification 
of city and suburban railways, where traffic 
was dense and the lines were short, or where 
the distance from the large centres of popula- 
tion were no greater than, say, 18 to 30 
miles, it was fairly well established by prac- 
tice that the direct current at a pressure of 
600 to 800 volts on the contact wire was the 
most suitable. In the case, however, of main 
railway lines of great length through districts 
thinly populated, such a low pressure was 
commercially impossible. 
The problem of how to work with high 
pressures, having regard to the many diffi- 
culties attendant on the handling of electricity 
at high potentials under any conditions, but 
more especially under those prevailing in rail- 
way work, was one that the countries of the 
world had had to face and deal with, and 
they had not decided all alike. It was a very 
interesting subject, and to many a fascinating 
one for this country, even though its solution 
might not be a matter of immediate. urgency. 
Sooner or later, however, it would become so. 

The difficulty arose in the choice between 
direct current or alternating current on the 
contact wire. Direct current had its ed- 
vantages in many ways, its main dawback 
being its restriction to a comparatively low 
pressure of 1,500, or in special cases, perhaps, 
5,000 volts.. Alternating current also had its 
difficulties, but its main advantage over direct 
current was that pressures from .15,000 to 
17,000 volts on the contact wire presented no 
difficulties; in fact, such pressures were 
largely used with great success. There "as 
virtually no main line electrification in Eng- 
land, and in this respect she was only a 
little less backward than Ireland as ‘tom- 
pared with all the principal and many of the 
smaller countries of the world. 


GENERATION . ID DISTRIBUTION, 


Mr. Marshall Harriss then referred to the 
system operating in America and European 
countries, and, quoting from a paper by Mr. 
Parodi on the electrification of the Orleans 
Railway, he said that the writer held the 
vie.’ that the preblem for a country as a 
whole was too important for its Government 
not to try to outline the methods of genera- 
t'on and distribution to be followed, but it 
was too complicated to admit of the laying 
down of a hard and fast technica! solution, 
If single phase were adopted, concluded Mr. 
Harriss, the frequency must not be more than 
25. Where electricity was standardised at 50 
edge and the maltiaes were to be served 
rom that source, the capital cost of chang- 

the frequency and the low efficiency of 
doing this counteracted the saving otherwise 
possible with single phase. Where there was 
a section of a line having few or no branches, 
and where traffic was heavy and the number 
of locomotives was me a á reat compared 
with the distance to be electrified, 1,500 volts 
D.C. would seem to be the proper thing to 
have. On the other hand, where there were 
long branch lines with little traffic, then 
there was little doubt that single phase 
would have a great advantage. Where there 
‘was single phase only a single O trolly wire 
was required, and rarely would sub-stations 
be needed, which was not the case with D.C. 
If his inclinations favoured the single phase 
alternating current system at low periodicity 
of 25 for the main lines of this country, he 
would not attempt to press such a view upon 
others. The findings of the authorities that 
h> had been able to refer to on this point 
appeared to be almost as decisive as they 
were opposite. |

number of cows is more than double. This 
increase of 100 gals, per cow has been brought 
about by the.elimination of the poor milking 
cows and the better care and feeding of the 
good cows.

"DISTRIBUTION OF 
BULLS. 
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A LOU'TH SUGGESTION. 
a 


A novel suggestion for the purchase of 
premium bulls for farmers who have been 
awarded premiums by various county com- 
mittees of agriculture was made at a meeting 
of the Louth Committee by Mr. J. T. McGee, 
Chairman . 

In a letter from the Department of Agri 
culture it was stated that it was understood 
that several of the holders of premiums. In 
Louth were unable to get suitable animals at 
the Royal Dublin Society's sale last week, 
and, as it was desirable tha: the full number 
of bulls allotted to the county should be avail- 
able for service, they proposed, in the special 
circumstances, that holds's of remiums 
should be permitted to purchase bulls at the 
Belfast show this week.’ A limited number 
might also be available at the Derry show; 
but it was probable that the number on offer 
at. the Derry show would not be more than 
would meet the requirements of the people of 
Donegal and surrounding counties. 

The Secretary stated that seven of the 
farmers who had been awarded premiums had 
not purchased He supposed that the reagpn 
was that the price of the bulls at the Dublin 
show. had been too high. .. Another matter 
which militated against bulls being purchased 
by the Louth holders was; the fact that the 
premiums awarded in the county were not the 
maximum allowable. . 
Mr. Patrick McGee said that. the failure 
of the people who got premiums to purchase 
bulls should not be tolerated, and thdése who 
refused and let the country people in for a 
bad year should he blackhsted in the same 
way as road contractors who failed to. carry 
out the works for which they tendered. 

The Chairman said that the failure of the 
people to get bulls was not confined to Louth, 
and he considered the present system a bad 
one. Generally one found several people from 
the same county putting up the prices on 
themselves, and het a ball was sold one 
heard regrets that it was allowed to go. 

What the country should do was to appoint 
a sub-committee of one or two members of 
the Agricultural Committee to go and buy the 
suitable animals, the Committee beforehand 
having a guarantee from the holders of 
premiums that they would pay the price 
which the sub-committee would give. In this 
way they would have a better distribution of 
the good bulls throughout the county, and 
they would eliminate the difficulty of having 
many important districts in the county with- 
out a decent bull. 

At present it was unsatisfactory to have 
fourteen or more people looking for the same 
animal. They would do their best to get the 
additional bulls wanted at the Belfast show, 
and if they failed there, he was afraid that 
they would have to do without them. He 
understood that originally the Department 
declined to allow the premium holders to pur- 
chase at Belfast, and their ‘action this vear 
in giving the permission was not to be taken 
as a prececent.

' ABBEY THEATRE. 


The unusually large attendance at the 
Gaelic Players’ performance at the Abbey 
Theatre, Dublin, last night probably was at- 
tracted by the novelty of the programme—the 
agg of the evening being a three-act play 

y Mr. Leon O Broin, to whose vigour as 
organiser the company owes so much of its 
success. The piece is called '“ The Choice 
of Two Evils’’ (fogha an dá Dhig). 

Mr. O Broin’s play was preceded by a new 
one-act comedy by Mr. Piaras Béaslaí, 
“ Provincialism ’’ . (Cuigeachas). This was 
slight, but highly satisfying. A merchant in 
Tralee, played with more than his usual 
gusto by Tadhg O Scanaill, is never weary of 
denouncing Connaughtmen. They are rascals, 
tricksters and universally worthless. When-a 
youth proposes for his daughter's hand, he 
is satisfied with the lad’s qualities—until he 
hears that he is from Connaught. Then, 
when the match seems to be broken, it 1s 
discovered that the merchant himself was 
born in Connaught of a Connaught stock, 
and all commiserate with him. He seems 
overwhelmed by disgrace, wg suddenly dis- 
covers that, after all, some quite good, 
honest folk came from Connaught—and his 
lifelong obsession vanishes in a flash. The 
dialogue was so closely packed with racy 
humour that every speech was followed by 
rounds of laughter. 

‘Mr. OBroin, as dramatist, is a discovery 
for the company. . His play is said to be an 
adaptation of the American detective play 
to the Irish stage; but it recalled the early 
Abbey Theatre middle-class domestic drama. 
It turned on the plight of a bank manager's 
daughter—beautifully: and strongly layed by 
Maire Bastabal—whom her father wishes to 
marry to one young man and her mother to 
another, while she herself detests both of the 
undesirable, although highly respectable, 
candidates.

EXHIBITION OF PUBLICITY 
DRAWINGS. 


The collection of drawings by students of 
the illustration section at present on view in 
the gallery of the Metropolitan School of Art, 
Dublin, provides an effective example of the 
application of art instruction to commercial 
requirements, and shows the development that 
has taken place during the session as com- 

ared with the similar exhibition held in 
ears of last year. 

The exhibition is not selective, as of 349 
drawings submitted, only 23 are withheld, 
through lack of space, so that the collection 
displays the work of the section as a whole, 
ind comprises the efforts of beginnerr as well 
as the work of the more accomplished 
students, Of the latter, the work of Sean 
O'Sullivan, Stella Steyn, Hilda Roberts, and 
Nora McKenna shows marked artistic ability 
and originality, and in each case is decidedly 
individual. The instruction obviously has de- 
veloped individual characteristics, and has not 
imposed a common formula or mannerism. 

The plan of arranging the drawings of each 
student in groups has’ been adopted this year, 
and, while this method has disadvantages as 
compared with the previous sectional system, 
it brings the individual student more into 
prominence, and makes the display more 
readily examined by prospective inquirers from 
business circles. 

The difficulty of bringing the trained 
student, the advertiser, and the printer 
together is a very real one, and it frequently 
happens that an outlet for the more original 
type of work has to be sought outside Ireland. 
There are, however, indications in the present 
exhibition that a more progressive spirit is 
arising in the home min ty One of the in- 
teresting features noted in this connection is 
the number of reproductions of students’ 
drawings on view, suggesting that supply has 
created a demand, and demand has stimulated 
quality and fitness to purpose. 

The exhibition will be open until the 16th 
inst., and Mr. Austin Molloy, the teacher of 
the section, will deliver a lecture on art in 
advertising, with lantern illustrations, on 
next Friday evening. The exhibition and 
lecture are free to the public, and should 
serve to stimulate an interest it. an important 
aspect of the business of advertising.

The ‘annual ordinary: general meeting of 
the Refuge Assurance Company, Limited. was 
held on the 7th instant at the Cinet Office 
of the company, Oxford street, Manchester 

Mr. James 8. Proctor (the chairman of the 
company) presided. 

The Secretary (Mr. John W. Moss) having 
read the notice convening the meeting and 
the Auditors’ report, 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report and accounts, said :—Gentlemen,— 
it will be within the _ recollection of all 
assembled here that in my speech last year lL 
had occasion to refer to the abnormal in- 
dustrial conditions prevalent during the 
period then under review, and | expressed 
the hope—w hich I think at the time was 
shared by many--that the year 1926 would 
witness an improvement in the commerce and 
industry of the country. In fact, when 
those remarks were uttered there existed 
substantial indications that a trade revival 
was imminent Well, we are now all so 
painfully familiar with the conditions which 
have actually prevailed during the greater 
part of the past year that it is not necessary 
bor me to attempt to describe them. In- 
deed, it is difficult to find words sulliciently 
comprehensive to adequately convey to you 
what those conditions were or the effect which 
they had on a business such as ours, for, 
although this company is now represented in 
almost every town and hamlet in the country. 
it must be realised that, owing to the fact 
that the ‘‘ Refuge’ was originally estab- 
lished in the North, the great bulk of our 
business is located in those areas which ad- 
mittedly have been by far the most seriously 
affected by the lamentable events of the past 
few months. 

I will not at this meeting 
into the causes or the merits. of 
plorable national calamity. Our 
concern is its effects; and, while fully 
ciating the significance of these adverse con 
ditions and the circumstances I have men- 
tioned, it will be highly gratifying for you 
to know that our total premium income for 
the year amounted to £7,187,863. indicating 
an increase of £104,707, and that the 
now amounting to £35,958,045—shew an ad 
vance of £3,197,034 over the previous vear. 
The total amount of claims paid by the com 
pany during the year was £5,215,217, and 
the aggregate claims paid since the inception 
of At company now amount to £49,415,478. 
Dhe total surplus is £1,586,675, including 
£587,398 brought forward, and, after alloca- 
cations to which I will refer subsequently, 
there remains to be carried forward the sub 
stantial sum of £722,752. The corresponding 
amount of surplus for 1925 was £1,339,970, 
including £559,729 brought forward from the 
previous year. 

INDUSTRIAL BRANCH. 

The conditions to which I have already 
called your attention will. have led you to 
expect that, of our two branches, the In 
dustrial business would naturally be the 
more seriously affected, and, having this in 
mind, you will am sure—learn with con- 
siderable satisfaction that, in spite of these 
unprecedentedly adverse conditions, we are 
able to show an increase in premium revenue 
in this branch of £14,994, the total premium 
income being £5,969,028. In this connec- 
tion it is worthy of note that our arrears 
have been taken into account, as you will 
probably have observed, at a rure 
slightly exceeding 14 times the wee ek} value 
of our debit. 

The new policies issued during the year 
totalled 636,765, representing an ultimate sum 
assured of £10,267,468. The net revenue 
from investments, i.c., the income after 
deducting income tax, amounted to £523,475, 
which is equivalent to an effective rate of 
£5 1s. 10d. r cent. on the entire assets 
invested and uninvested. The effective rate 
in respect of the year 1925 was £4 18s. 2d. 
The total amount of death claims was 
£1,387,551, and the amount paid in respect 
of matured assurances was £191,989. ‘The 
Industrial Branch Fund amounted to 
£10,390 ,628, representing an augmentation of 
£1,207,399, as a result of the operations of 
the year.

EXPENSE RATIO, 


You will observe that the expense ratio in 
this branch was 38.60 contrasted with 33.37 
for the previous year, thus indicating a very 
slight increase of less than a quarter of one 

r cent, This increase is due solely to the 
fact that our agents are remunerated on a 
debit basis and not on the actual cash 
collected. It is almost self-evident that, in 
an extremely abnormal period of adversity 
such as has been experienced, this method 
tends slightly—though only temporarily—to 
enhance the expense ratio calculated on 
actual collections. That this method of 
remuneration is an advantage to our staff 
and is appreciated by them leaves no room 
for doubt, and I am confident that it will help 
to generate throughout the whole of our men 
a determination to give of their best under 
conditions which we now hope will gradually 
become * more normal. Having regard 
to my observations on this matter, it will, I 
think, hardly be necessary to assure you that 
your directors regard this slight advance in 
the expense ratio as merely temporary and 
that a considerable further decline is antici- 
pated immediately normal premium collections 
are resumed, and in this connection I may 
say that a very considerable improvement has 
already occurred.

INVESTIGATION.

sum paid amounting to over £800,000. in 
addition, field staff were successful in 
obtaining over 46,000 new members for the 
Approved Society. I think you will agree
